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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 26-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest references are Thomas and Scholander. Thomas teaches a method 
of making a membrane apparatus for extracorporeal circulation of blood with 
polyacrylonitrile membrane, having a cationic polymer coating on the blood side surface 
of the membrane and then sterilizing the membrane with ethylene oxide. Thomas's 
procedure requires the cationic polymer to be deposited in the membrane module, and 
the coating of cationic polymer and sterilization performed simultaneously at the point of 
use. Thomas does teach sterilization after coating with cationic polymer, but describes 
it as less desirable because of the lengthy procedure (example I). Thomas also does 
not teach coating the membrane with an anticoagulant. Scholander teaches coating a 
similar membrane with an anticoagulant for blood use. Scholander teaches 
polyacrylonitrile among a large group of polymers for making the membrane, and there 
is no suggestion for one to pick polyacrylonitrile, such as preferred embodiment or 
specific examples. Scholander also does not teach sterilizing the membrane. Thus the 
combination of the references does not teach or suggest the process steps as recited, 
particularly, sterilizing the membrane after coating with a cationic polymer and 
anticoagulant.
